ADDIS ABABA, Aug. 31—Word 
reached Addis Ababa today of the 
slaying of two missionaries at- 
tached to the Sudan interior mis- 
sion, one of them a Canadian 
named Tom L, Devers. The other 
was Clifford Mitchell of New 
Zealand. 

A Belgian servant named Planier 
Blaize who arrived at Addis Ababa 
paid the pair were waylaid and 
murdered by bandits at Yerga Alem | 
in southern Ethiopia early last May. 
The bandits belonged to the Galla 
tribe. The missionaries were at- 
tempting to escape to the capital. 

Blaize said he discovered their | 
mutilated bodies near Kashisidamo. 
A fellow missionary named Smith 
escaped over the border into Kenya.

Immediate action was taken to place the entire re- 
sources of the State back of the financial institutions.

Many were forced to accept relief! 


Mr. Bennett’s proud boast thereafter was, “not a 
single bank, insurance, loan or mortgage corporation had 
failed” and that “Canadians were not welshers, every 
dollar borrowed would be paid according to the terms and 
letter of the contract.” 


Comforting words for the holders of high interest- 
bearing securities—hundreds of millions of dollars of 
which were Tax Free War Bonds—but ruin, distress, and 
loss of hope for millions of Canadians and, for some, 
premature death! 


Organized finance did not share in the terrible losses, 
but continued to maintain profits while every other class 
in Canada suffered to the limit of endurance. 


When taxpayers ask for a reduction in exorbitant in- 
terest rates they are told, “Why, that’s impossible; to 
change money contracts will ruin your credit.” Nothing 
is further from the truth. 


Great Britain, Australia, New Zealand and United 
States changed money contracts in one form or another 
and in each case, organized finance cried blue ruin. 


Organized finance in Canada has failed even to co- 
operate with the Honorable Charles A. Dunning, Minister 
of Finance, by refusing to make loans at 5°, on homes and 
farms in Western Canada, presumably so that existing 
rates of 7%, 8% and 9% on outstanding loans might not 


be disturbed. 


It is now up to the Mackenzie King government to 
carry out the pledge on which it received an overwhelm- 
ing mandate to make the Bank of Canada function in the 
“public interest,” and “supply currency and credit in 
terms of public need.’’ Cheap money, actually available, 
is the crying need to reconstruct and build a new and

Hay Fever 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Due to the fact that there are hundreds of 
thousands of hay fever sufferers, a tremend- 
ous popular interest in the disease undoubtedly 
exists. Only recently, an entire book on hay 
fever, written in a popular vein has been pub- 
lished, for the purpose of making it easy for 
the layman to read up on 
this disorder. 

Hay fever is sometimes re- 
ferred to’ as hay asthma, or 
summer catarrh, and is 
marked by its characteristic 
symptoms such as fits of 
sneezing, the discharge of 
watery mucus from the nose, 
and a feeling of fullness 
within the nasal membrane 
The symptoms include wa- 
tering and itching of the eyes 
and In many ways closely resemble those of

a severe cold 

In many instances, the attacks of hay fever 
return at the same time each year, and the pa- 
tient is thus able to predict in advance, the on- 
set of the attack, For a long time, the regular 
return of the attacks remained a complete mys- 
tery but the work of Bostock and others estab- 
lished the fact that the attacks accompanied 
the presence in the air of pollen from plants. 
The hay fever was thus found to be related to 
the appearance of pollen season. Although 
many hay fever victims are sensitive to pollens, 
there are other substances capable of acting as 
exciting causes of hay fever in those who are 
susceptible. For example, face powder, certain 
kinds of ink, feathers, and furs, as well as cer- 
tain foods seem to act as exciting causes in 
bringing on the attacks in some people 

The first treatment advised, consisted in 
telling the patient to try to remove himself 
from the substance to which he was sensitive 
Thus, those sensitive to pollens were sent on 
journeys to parts of the country.

When 24 canoes left the High Level bridge yesterday in | 
the marathon race downstream to Fort Saskatchewan, they 
were putting in reverse one of the most colorful sights the 
old Saskatchewan River has ever witnessed—the arrival of 
the Hudson's Bay Company’s voyageurs at Fort Edmonton 
from York Factory on Hudson Bay and Norway House on 
Lake Winnipeg. Each spring these fleets of big canoes 
battled their way up the Saskatchewan to Fort Edmonton 
loaded with trade goods and supplies. Their coming was the 
big event of the summer social season. 

Coming into a fort was an event with these stalwart 
old knights of the paddle. They stopped a couple of miles 
down stream and dolled up in their best buckskin outfits 
and wound their gayest sashes around their waists. Then 
they struck up a rollicking chanson and came into the fort 
with blades flashing and the water breaking in spray from 
the bows of their birch bark craft. Every man, woman and 
child in the post turned out to cheer while the dogs yelped 
and barked and even the phlegmatic Kedmen looked im- 
pressed, 

Yesterday 24 young Canadians, their bodies bronzed and 
fanned to the hue of buckskin, raced down the Saskatchewan 
in craft that differed little from those used by the fur brig- 
ades, Huge steel bridges now span the old river, cars flash 
along its banks, airplanes drone overhead, a great city has 
sprung up where a log fort once was the “Big House,” but 
the spirit of the voyageur still lives on the Saskatchewan 
that unquenchable curiosity to see what lies around the next 
bend, the thrill of feeling a delicate craft leap ahead as you 
put your arms and shoulders into a paddle stroke, the spell | 
of a campfire, the wind sighing through the spruce boughs 
and the river murmuring over rocks, It’s an older and sweet- 
er song than the roar of motors and scream of brakes.
